Ninth Annual Meeting Is Being 
Held Here. 


THE MAYOH’S WELCOME. 


President Bradley Replies and Makes 
An Exceeding’iy Kind Refer- 
eiice to 8edalia. 


Ï 
The Missouri State Federation 
o f Labor began its ninth annual 
session at the court house at lo] 
o ’clock this morning, M. F. B rad­ 
ley, of Kansas City, 
president, 
presiding, with E. B. H ow ard, of 
‘ Kansas City, secretary and treas­ 
urer, at the secretary’s desk. 
There were about fifty delegates 
present when the meeting was 
^ 
called to order, and a more repre­ 
sentative body of wage earners has 
never assembled in Sedalia. 
W h e n President 
Bradley had 
concluded his rap for order. Con­ 
ductor W . E. Miller, of Qjaeen 
C ity division No. 60, Order of 
R ailw ay Conductors, 
introduced 
Mayor W . C. Overstreet, who de­ 
livered a brief but well-received 
address of welcome. 
O n behalf of the citizens of Se­ 
dalia as well as himself, he extended 
to the delegates a most royal wel­ 
come. 
“ Sedalia is a union to w n ,” 
said his honor, “ and it gives me 
pleasure to inform you that all of 
her unions are prospering.” 
Continuing, his honor paid a trib­ 
ute to labor by saying that it had 
achieved much during the past few 
years, and it was now universally 
recognized 
that organized labor 
* id furnished a better class of men and 
* a better class of work than could 
be obtained from the ranks of un­ 
organized labor. 
“ A s long as there are trusts,” 
said the speaker, “ they must be 
met by organized labor, or other­ 
wise there is no protection w h a t­ 
ever for the latter. 
You are here 
for business and not for pleasure, 
however, but I hope your sessions 
will be both pleasant and profit­ 
able. 
“ I extend vou the freedom of 
the city while here— in fact, it is 
vour town. 
A gain, gentlemen, 1 
welcome you.” 
His honor’s re­ 
m arks'w ere warmly ap p laud ed.. 
President 
Bradley 
responded 
briefly. 
H e 
appreciated 
Mayor 
Overstreet’s 
welcome, 
he 
said' 
T he federation delegates 
recog­ 
nized Sedalia as one of the best 
cities in the state, and they would 
never miss an opportunity to assist 
in its upbuilding. 
[Applause. 
Secretary H ow ard read the call 
for the ninth annual meeting, from 
which the following paragraph is 
taken : 
“ W e call, to your attention that 
among the objects of the session is 
to devise ways and means through 
which the competition of convict la­ 
bor with that of thousands of free 
workingm en, of Missouri may be 
abolished; tlie creating of a de­ 
m and for the union label upon all 
goods consumed by w orkingm en; 
the furthering of fraternal and so­ 
cial relations among the w o rk in g ­ 
men of the state, and thus protect­ 
ing and building up the interests 


of all trades unions in the state^i’ 
The secretary announced that 
Hotel Sicher would be the head­ 
quarters of the Federation during 
the probabl}^ four days’ session. 
O. E. Parsons, of the O. R . C ., 
and chairman of the local commit­ 
tee on 
arrangements, 
presented 
Secretary H ow ard with a package 
of blue silk badges for the use of 
the delegates. 
The badges for the 
committee on reception are of red 
silk. 
W . E. Miller, of the O. R . C., 
announced that the citizens of Se­ 
dalia had arranged a smoker for 
tonight, and he moved that the 
president appoint a committee to 
confer with Hon. Henry Lamm,the 
toastmaster, in arranging a pro­ 
gramme.

A St. Louis delegate, represent­ 
ing the Brewers’ union, moved that 
adjournment be taken until 2 p. 
m., as he and his associates desired 
to pay a “ business” visit to the 
Moerschel brewery during the fore­ 
noon, to which Tony Duke, of 
Kansas City, and W . W . Cato, of 
St. Louis, objected— unless all of 
the delegates were permitted to 
make the trip. 
E. T. Behrens, of Sedalia, an­ 
nounced thiit there was a desire on 
the part of local organized labor 
that a mass meeting be held at the 
court house tomorrow night. 
Messrs. Lewis, of Kansas City, 
Schilling, 
of 
St. 
Louis, 
P ar­ 
sons, of Sedalia, and others fa­ 
vored the step, and it was so or­ 
dered, the local committee to make 
all of the necessary arrangements 
and advertise the same by the dis­ 
tribution of dodgers. 
jNIr. Hendricks, representing the 
St. 
Louis Cigarmakers’ 
Union, 
made the startling announcement 
that three-fourths of the cigars sold 
in Sedalia were manufactured in 
“ scab” shops, and he cautioned 
delegates to the federation to see 
that the Union label was on the 
box when they made purchases. 
R . B. Parker, vice president of 
Barbers’ Union No. 102, St. Louis, 
wanted a fine of $5 assessed against 
any delegate w h o patronized a non­ 
union barber while in Sedalia. 
O. E. Parsons announced that 
Vice President J. C. Van Riper, 
of the Sedalia Electric and R ail­ 
way Co., had authorized him to 
say that the delegates to the feder­ 
ation meeting would be carried on 
all of the street cars free of charge 
while here, 
their badges being 
recognized as a proper credential. 
A St. Ls^uis delegate wanted a 
stenographer employed to take the 
.oflicial 
proceedings verbatim, so 
that each delegate might be fur­ 
nished with a copy, but 
F. A. 
Allen thought the motion was out 
of order prior to the report of the 
committee on credentials, and the 
chair so ruled.

has received a letter 
from

Carnigie, in which he says : 
“ If the city of San Antonio will 
furnish a suitable site, so that a de­ 
tached building can be 
erected 
thereon, lighted from all sides, I 
will give $50,cxx) for the purpose, 
provided the 
city 
will 
agree 
through its council to maintain the 
library free to the people at a cost 
of $5,000 a year, which, I think, 
will be required to provide for the 
wants of a city of 60,000 inhabi­ 
tants.”

The gain amounted to over 
$83,000,cx)o. 
This increase was 
not ■ quite half as large as that for 
the year preceding, but that was 
one of extraordinary gains. 
The 
total money in circulation on Jan­ 
uary I amounted to $ i ,9^0,398,170» 
which, on the basis of a population 
estimated at 76,977,000, represents 
a circulation per capita of $25-73* 
This represents a gain of 54 cents 
per head of population as compar­ 
ed with January i of last year. 
It 
will be remembered that the 
democrats in 1896 contended that 
an increase in the volume of circu­ 
lation would bring better times. 
There has been an increase, and 
the result is what was predicted. 
This increase should be made per­ 
petual by providing for coming 
our gold and silver product each 
year.

surrendered to the Boers one week 
ago today. 
The Boer report, which became 
public yesterday, states that 120 
prisoners were taken.

corporation, and n oth in g in c o m ­ 
mon w ith an y of the promoters or 
backers of an y such concern,

tions of those w’ ho w ere interested 
in that com pan y. 


Bur, as M r. K ip l in g w ould say, 
that is another story. 
T h e old man .^pent some $200,000 
here, w asted his fortune and sacri­ 
ficed his life in an effort to keep his 
business go in g. 
He 
failed and 
died, but left no one in S e d ilia the 
poorer by a dollar on his account. 
T h en came some parties su p p o s­ 
ed to be represented by an 
u n ­ 
k n o w n concern called S te w a r t A: 
C o . 
T lie y also put in a large sum 
of m oney here, probably $100.000 
or $150,000, and put the street car 
service in excellent shape, g a v e us 
n e w and im proved liglits and put 
in a steam heating plant. 
T iie y 
did 
it 
w ith 
their 
ow n 
m oney or tliat of someone else— at 
least not ours. 
W e are not advised w h eth er they 
are plea^^ed w ith their investm ent 
or not, 
but surely the citizens of 
S edalia ought to be. 
Prom oters m ay com e and pro­ 
moters m ay go, but so long as they 
leave their m oney here the en ter­ 
prises they establisli 
will go on 
forever if th ey are properly sus­ 
tained and justly treated b y the 
people of Sedalia, and so long as 
the m oney comes from T o p e k a or 
N e w Y o r k or elsew here than from 
our o w n pocket, w e ought not to 
com plain. 
E v e r y b o d y is satisfied w ith the 
equipm en t and m an agem en t of the 
street ra ilw a y. 
Tliere is no criti-

cism as to tlie lights. 
T h e steam 
h eatin g plant is a joy to all w h o 
are using it. 
A l l Sedalia people 
point w ith pride to these evidences 
of our enterprise and progress, just 
as much as though w e had created 
them ourselves. 
N o w , it is reported that vStewart 
A: C o have failed. 
Suppose they

done here, and the small returns 
and the large abuse they have re­ 
ceived, it is no w onder.

co m p a n y cannot pay its men their 
w a g es unless its customers pay their 
bills. 
N o w , 
there seems 
to be 
some 
p o w er w h ich is able to 
hold 
up 
these bills, even though allow ed by 
the m ayor and council, and to con ­ 
trol the action of the city treasurer, 
and also to send out through the 
public press, statements w h ich , to 
say the least, are m isleading. 
N o n e of these corporations have 


failed so -far as w e k n o w . 
N o n e 
o f them have defaulted in p a y in g 
their debts, so far as w e k n o w , to 
as great an extent as the city has 
defaulted in p a y in g its o w n dues 
to the light com pany. 
O u r business men are n ow 
w ith 
great en ergy organ izin g a club to 
promote home industries 
and for 
the good of Sedalia interests g en ­ 
erally, and their cardinal principle 
is a resolve to stand by local enter­ 
prises. 
It rnigtit be well for this club to 
seek out answers to the fo llo w in g 
questions : 
Is there a com bination here try ­ 
ing to break d ow n and ruin the 
E iectric L iglit and P o w e r Co. ? 
If so, w ho compose it, and w hat 
are their objects?
